Telling them to tell his wife and child­ 
ren back in Chicago how he died, he lay 
down in the snow and was soon lulled 
into a last sleep by the deadly frost. 
He 
was a jeweler by trade. 
Charles Khron wanted to lie down 
and diw when the trip was almost at aa 
end. 
His comrades kept him moving in 
spite of the pain of his badly frozen feet 
and at last got him into Valdez. 
His toes were so badly frozen that 
they fell off when his boots were cut 
away. 
Blood poisoning set in soon after 
and in IO clays the miners buried him in 
a rough grave, 
He leaves a widow and 
family in that city. 
Tile third man of the party to lose his 
life was a miner named Henderson from 
some small town in Wisconsin. 
He 
started out with the party, but was 
frozen bef cure they real* bed the summit 
of the glacier. 
He decided his only 
hope was to turn back. 
Soon after he 
left the party a terrible buzzard swept 
over the glacier. 
He never reached 
Twelve Mile camp, the only place of 
refuge for miles around. 
George Sweezey, also of New York, 
was a blacksmith at Valdez for a long 
time. 
He started across the glacier 
early in the winter drawing a heavy 
sled. 
The details of his death are un­ 
known for he was alone. 
He never 
reached the other side. 
The miners who arrived on the Cot­ 
tage City say that many others per­ 
ish ed like Sweezey. 
They* are unable to 
gree names.

Indianapolis, Jan. 28.—The bill by 
Senator Hogate (Rep.) which proposed 
the entire reorganization of the state 
board of education, the discussion of 
which consumed the session of the sen­ 
ate Thursday afternoon came up the 
first thing yesterday. Senator Drum 
mond proposed an amendment which 
effected a compromise. Tho amendment 
was to substitute bill 107 (by Senator 
Goodwiue, Rep.) for tho original bill, 
leaving the heads of the three state odu- 
eation institutions—Purdue, the State 
University aud the Stat<> Normal—still 
on the board, but provides for the ap­ 
pointment of threo more members by 
the governor. This am endm ent w as 
carried by a vote of 25 to 21. The bill 
wjis taken up at once in the afternoon 
8* *4011, and several amendments were 
offered, but all were out of order. 
The 
bill was then ordered engrossed. 
The bill by Mr. Noel (R<»p.) to prevent 
lynching was reported adversely by the 
majority of tile committee. 
A minority 
report was also submitted favorable to 
the passage of tho measure. The latter 
rejiort was defeated by a vote of 60 to85, 
The majority report favoring indefinite 
postponement was adopted. 
Prior to the vote by which the minor­ 
ity report was killed there was a long 
debate. Mr. Noel in speaking for tho 
bill said it was not perfect, but could be 
amended on second reading if the minor 
ity report was adopted. 
In defending the bill he enumerated 
its features, 
It defines the crime of 
lynching mid makes death or imprison 
ment the penalty. It provided that Bas­ 
inets may be tried in court on informa­ 
tion, without the usual farce of grand 
jury proceedings in such eases. It pro­ 
vided that the county wherein the lynch 
ing occurs shall be liable in the sum of 
$4000 to the relatives of the deceased. 
It also provided that the sheriff who a1 
lows the prisoners to be takon from the 
jail may be impeached. 
He defended 
all the provisions, saying, however, that 
lie thought it would stand tile constitu­ 
tional test and thought that if the peo­ 
ple of the county knew they were to be 
taxed t hat sum for ©very lynching that 
occurred, they would be vigilant in see­ 
ing that law and order was preserved. 
The bill by Mr. Roberts (R- p.) reduc­ 
ing the mileage allowance of tile legis­ 
lators from 20 cents to IO cents per mile 
was amended by unanimous consent to 
so read that only the actual expense in- 
curred in traveling should be allowed. 
But IT members voted against engross­ 
ing the bill. 
Among tile bills passed on third read­ 
ing bv the house Friday morning were 
the following:
